THE ‘WORLD COURT

Look Who’s Running The Country

The Kennedy-Ervin bill, touted as a measure to oust 
thugs and crooks from unions, is nothing but a farce. 
Its passage with only one dissenting Senate vote shows 
how powerful the union bosses of this country already 
are in the national government. They have been able to 
frighten both Democratic and Republican members of 
the Senate into accepting virtually useless measures to 
protect union members from predatory labor leaders. 
They have forced into the bill revisions of the Taft- 
Hartley act which neither Republican nor Democratic 
Congresses were willing to pass in past years. This bill 
is so watered down that it is, in fact, the instrument of 
the Sabor bosses themselves. It leaves them with just 
about every special privilege and dictatorial authority 
they had before over the rank and file members of 
unions. 

All that the Senate passage of this bill proves is that 
union leaders dominate the United States Senate. Fear 
of union leaders is stronger than concern for the rights 
and liberties of union members in the United States 
Senate. Only Senator Barry Goldwater voted against 
final passage of this bill which is a toothless substitute 
for measures that would free union members from the 
undemocratic control of their union bosses. 

It is interesting to note that while the U.S. Senate 
was weaseling around on this labor reform bill, the Ohio 
Legislature is considering a really tough and protective 
labor union reform bill aimed at guarding the rights of 
union members. “Liberal” Democratic Governor Mike 
DiSalle is throwing his whole weight behind this re- 
form bill which union bosses are bitterly attacking. 
Why should Democratic Governor DiSalle risk the dis- 
pleasure of union bosses in Ohio when both Republican 
and Democratic senators in Washington are afraid to 
take the same risk? The answer is obvious. DiSalle is 
close to the voters in Ohio. He knows that the senti- 
ment of union members is behind him, even if the union 
bosses are against him. He knows that the members 
of American labor unions want their unions to be demo- 
cratic, to open their records, to be financially respon- 
sible, to serve union members and not to control them. 
So he is seeking to do what union members want done, 
not what union bosses want done. It is good sense. It is 
also good politics and good government. 

As Victor Riesel points out in his column in The 
Star today, the union bosses are not only out to hold 
complete control over their union membership. They 
are now, under the guidance of the Reuther brothers, 
seeking to establish political control of the machinery 
of the Democratic party. They are setting up a parallel 
political organization, financed out of union dues, aithed 
at gaining dominance over the entire organization of the 
Democratic party. 

But what is the average American and the rank and 
file member of the unions going to do if the Republican 
party offers them no choice between a union boss dom- 
inated government and a government of and by the 
people? If the Republicans in the Senate and House will 
not stand against this power grab by union leadership, 
who will? 

The Reuther brothers are well on their way toward 
gaining control over the entire machinery of the United 
States government. The shameful vote on the farcical 
Kennedy-Ervin bill in the Senate is proof enough. Isn’t 
there anybody in the national government with the 
guts to try to stop them except Arizona's Barry 
Goldwater? 


Taft’s Legacy and the 1960 Elections

When a person goes to a medical clinic, the doctors usually 
spend little time studying the current aspects of his illness. 
Instead, they search back into his history, and even want to 
know the physiological history of his ancestors, Doctors have 
found that many serious physical ailments have roots stemming 
back to earlier generations. 

Similarly, conservatives surprised at what happened last 
November need to probe deeper than the glib explanations of 
journalistic wonders who pontificated about the results within 
a few hours after the votes were counted, The illness of the 
conservative cause is not so easily diagnosed, 

To comprehend the full tragedy of that election, two signi- 
ficant facts should be recalled. In 1992 Democrat Franklin D, 
Roosevelt ran on conservative principles and conservative pro- 
mises, spelled out again and again in the campaign, Even though 
the Nation was in a serious depression, the people elected 
Roosevelt. His victory was overwhelming, 

Twenty years later the Republican nominee, Dwight Eisenhower, 
running on a conservative platform and making conservative 
promises, also won an overwhelming victory. 


But the November election six years later found the GOP 
defeated, discredited, and reduced to a divided minority at 
county, state and national levels. 

What caused this debacle? Was it because President Eisenhower, 
despite his conservative promises, had continued and expanded 
the New Deal? If so, how did the Republican party come to 
nominate him, when the GOP was ostensibly controlled by 
genuine consefvatives? 

Here we are close to the heart of the problem. The 
GOP, when judged by its Presidential candidates, has not been 
fn the control of conservatives since back in the "thirties, 
For its selections, Wendell Willkie in 1940, Thomas Dewey 
‘in 1944 and 1948, and Dwight Eisenhower in 1952, were not 
conservatives, Then why were they nominated? Because the 
East Coast interests who picked them were able to control 
the nominating machinery at the Presidential conventions. 

How did they do it? Those backroom manipulations are not 
reported to the public, and you can expect that they never will 
be. Some parts of the story of how Robert Taft had the nomi- 
nation taken from his grasp by shocking tactics came out at 
the time, but even little of that story was ever told, 


Now the full effect of the political crucifixion of Robert Taft 
has arrived, In fact, one might say with considerable accuracy 
that the bombshell that hit the GOP in 1958 was constructed 
and the fuse lit at the 1952 convention, Let's appraise some 
sobering consequences of the rejection of the Ohio Senator, 


By friend and foe alike, Robert Taft was known as Mr. Republi- 
can. He had been the GOP flag-bearer in the Senate for a decade 
or more, He was respected by leaders in both parties for his 
courage, integrity, ability and political experience. If anyone 
in America had earned and was qualified for the Republican 
nomination for President, that man was Robert Taft. 

Moreover, he had the ability in the late "forties to challenge 
and defeat the labor bosses who even then were threatening 
our industrial progress. It was Robert Taft who, while certainly 
not singlehandedly, still was the decisive factor in the passage 
of legislation, the Taft-Hartley bill, to restrain labor excesses. 
And ‘he did more. In 1950 Robert Taft took on by himself the 
combined forces of all labor organizations in his fight for 
re-election, and licked them overwhelmingly. Only two small, 
traditionally Democratic counties in Ohio gave a majority to 
his opponent, 

Following this magnificent service to our free enterprise 


System, and conservatives ganerally, what happened? Many, 


of the same industrialists for whom he had risked his political 
life came to the Chicago convention to defeat him, Also many 
GOP politicians, both jealous of his integrity and panic-stricken 
by the phony slogan, ‘Taft Can't Win,** deserted the great 
leader. 


Taft was not edged out by another able and experienced GOP 
leader, but by an outsider with no record of loyalty to the party 
and no experience in public office. 

But the disintegration of the GOP did not stop with the Presi- 
dential nomination of a complete outsider. Staffed with Modern 
Republicans, the “‘palace guard*’ went out to liquidate the 
conservative backbone of the party. During Ike’s first weeks in 
office, a list of Taft Republicans to be purged was prepared 
at the White House, 

In this strategy the Modern Republicans did not make Roosevelt's 
mistake of announcing their aims. Instead they laid their plans 
secretly and no public exposure of their tactics ever appeared, 
The frequent disappearance of conservative Republicans from 





public office and political influence in the following years was 
mute testimony to the effectiveness of this liquidation policy. 

But one Taft Republican had too impressive a following to be 
disposed of quietly, That was Senator Joe McCarthy, Probably 
no Republican in America had done more to get Dwight Eisenhower 
elected than the Senator from Wis@Snsin. 


It was his crusade against Communist influence in our Govern- 
ment that caused hundreds of thousands of Catholic voters to 
forego long-standing allegiance to the Democratic party and 
vote Republican for the first time in their lives. In states 
with large nationality-conscious blocs of voters, Senator McCarthy 
had knocked down the racial and religious barriers. 

Tragically for America, the political assassination of McCarthy 
by Senate censure, directed from the White House, undid at one 
stroke all the gains that McCarthy had brought about. The 
Democratic political bosses were jubilant, for the practical 
effect was that Democrats who believed in McCarthy's con- 
servative stand concluded that they were not wanted in the 
Republican party. Back they went to the Democrats--fast, 

Where does all this leave the conservative who is willing 
and anxious to start to work in 1959 for a conservative victory 
at the polls in 1960? 

Some well-wishers say that conservatives must begin to hustle 
right now at the grass roots, work their way up in the GOP 
organization so that they can demand and get a conservative 
GOP nominee in 1960. 

Let’s consider this suggestion, starting with the Southern 
states where GOP Presidential convention delegates, to say the 
least, are factors in a strange system. Since 1940 the Eastern 
internationalists have mostly controlled the votes of the Southern 
delegates to the national convention, even when (as in Texas) 
they had to round up Democrats for the purpose of electing 
Republican delegates. Is there any reason to believe they don’t 
have the political levers to continue to do it? 

Then take the big states like New York, Pennsylvania and 
California. Does anyone really think that a successful rebellion 
against New York City influence will take place in the Empire 
State? Or have they developed since 1952 a breed of brave 
men who are economically independent enough, and likewise 
willing to defy all the tactics of pressure that politicians and 
money can devise? 

Does anyone have a plan that will assure a majority of delegates 
who cannot be swayed by political or financial pressure once 
they get to the convention? Few Americans today have as much 
economic independence .as did those of 30 or 40 years ago. 
Their political independence disappeared when their personal 
well-being became tied in with nation-wide organizations. 

Perhaps someone can work out a program that will solve the 
problems outlined, and others in the same category. If so, this 
is the time to come up with the answers, There are a host of 
conservatives over the country who would like to work now for 
a conservative Republican party, but only--and this is a big 
**but only**--if they can obtain reliable assurance that 1960 will 
not be a repeat of 1952 and preceding conventions. 

Thousands of Republican conservatives worked hard in 1952 
to get Taft nominated, only to find that their earnest enthusiasm 
lined up votes for a party that betrayed them at Chicago. It 
seems reasonable to conclude that they won't be trapped again, 
The trend is apparent in the resignation of the vice chairman 
of an important Republican state, who- reportedly declared she 
was not going to work for another Modern Republican victory. 
Others, less outspoken, are dropping out of GOP activities 
unobtrusively. 


Obviously the difficult alternative available to con- 
servatives is to work for a new party—a second 
party, if you please, for we have today in action 
three socialist parties, the one that calls itself So- 
cialist, the Democratic party and the Modern GOP. 
If the GOP doesn’t undergo a massive reformation, 
then the way to set the stage for a genuine conser- 
vative party is for the GOP to get drastically drub- 
bed in 1960. Any way you look at it, a political party 
without principles to give voters a choice in direct- 
ing the course of government, is as obsolete as a 
vermiform appendiz. 

This brings us back where we started, Conservatives, like 

the medicos, will only succeed as they get at the source of 
their current plight. That means a way must be found to overcome 
those who have made the historically conservative GOP into a 
clumsy facsimile of the New Deal. Unless a winning strategy 
for this goal ig developed in 1959, ANEW PARTY IS THE ONLY 
REAL HOPE FOR CONSERVATIVES,

Last Friday in Birmingham, the Alabama Democratic Executive 
Committee voted to release Democratic presidential electors from 
any pledge in advance that they will vote for the 1960 nominee 
of the Democratic Party. This action, in line with a new law in 
Georgia that permits independence for Georgia Democratic elec- 
tors, is designed to make it possible for Southern electoral

The Alabamans, Georgians and an increasing number of others 
realize that it is possible for a unified South to prevent election

Already, early polls show half the people of the South favor 
“third party’ action if needed, Only about one-fourth of the 
people polled have indicated opposition, with the remainder 
undecided. If there is indication a Solid South can be effective 
in defense of the South and the Constitution, support of the plan 
will rise rapidly. The Georgia-Alabama plan offers a chance 
for success. Failure to make the effort will gurantee defeat and 
more years of *‘conquered province” treatment.

We hear an awful lot of talk these days 
about the alleged benefits this or that state 
or community will receive from “‘match- 
ing’’ federal funds. The truth of the mat- 
ter, however, is that we have opened a 


the taxpayer. 

U. 8. News & World Report, in an inter- 
esting article in its April 6 edition titled 
“Will States Go Broke ‘Matching’ Federal 
Funds?” observes that to get these funds 
states and communities must put up big- 
ger and bigger “‘matching funds’’ of their 
own, with the result that the federal gov- 
ernment actually is enticing states and 
cities along the road to bankruptcy. 

Federal aid for airports, ‘‘depressed 
areas,”’ public housing, water systems, 
sewer systems and what have you, are all 
part of a pattern which proves, to quote 
U. 8S. News & World Report, “that spend- 
ing programs—once started by the federal 
government—tend to grow in good times 
and bad. As the giveaway grows, the 
amount of money that states and cities 
must put up tends to grow, too. Result: 
financial trouble.” 

The point is well taken, a fact that is 
proved by these statistics: In 1937, the fed- 
eral government paid a little more than 
$140,000,000 for public assistance, with 
state and local governments putting up 
$635,000,000. But in 1958, the federal cost 
of these programs soared to $1.8 BILLION, 
with ah equal amount being contributed 
by states and communities. And in 1959 
State and local public assistance costs 
are expected to reach $2 BILLION! 

It is noteworthy, as U. S. News points 
out, that “these costs for relief have in- 
creased steadily, despite the fact that the 
country has enjoyed .general . prosperity 
through most of the period since World 
War I.” 

The cost of highway building also is 
straining local treasuries. Federal funds 
for highways have grown from $754,000,- 
000 in 1956 to an estimated $2.7 BILLION 
this year, while matching funds from the 
States have risen from $667,000,000 in 1956 
to $1.1 BILLION in 1959! 

Add these. statistics to many other ex- 
amples of federal aid pushing up the 
costs of local government and you have a 
truly alarming picture. The facts are 
these: In 1948, federal aid _ reached $1.9

Robbery by Inflation

Despite increasingly grave warnings 
that inflation and skyrocketing taxes 
are wrecking our nation’s economy, the 
people in Washington—particularly 
Congress, which ought to be most con- 

- cerned—aren't doing very much worry- 
ing. And the effect of all this uncon- 
cern, as illustrated in figures compiled 
by former U.S. Ipternal Revenue Com- 
missioner T. Coleman Andrews, is 
shocking. Here are some of the things 
those figures show: 


The average American citizen who 
had an income of $5,000 in 1939, in 
order to have maintained the same 
‘purchasing power in 1957, weuld have 
had to earn no less than $13,004. An 
income of $5,000 in 1939 was worth 


$4,878 after taxes. But an income of 
$5,000 in 1957 was worth only $2,051 
in purchasing power, because taxes had 
increased by $696 and inflation had 
taken away $2,131. 

Projected into the future, the picture 
becomes even more upsetting. For an 
American in 1975 to have the same 
buying power he had with a $5,000 in- 
come in 1939 and a $13,004 income in 
1957, he will have to earn $33,240. The 
thought is a discouraging one. 

Waste, foreign aid giveaways and 
domestic handouts are a chief cause of 
the problem, for they result in deficit 
financing and debasement of our cur- 
rency.

“We don’t claim to solve all 
the farm problems,” he con- 
tinued. “‘To cure the surplus 
disease, we must first cut off 
the source of the infection— 
in this case the farm subsid- 
ies — and then we must work 
to build up the weakened body 
of agriculture.” 

Strong support for the repeal 
measure was given at the 
8th annual session of the Con- 
gress of Freedom, held last 
week at Colorado Springs. 
Stangland announced that the 
bill had been introduced after 
receipt of a telegram from 
Adair. The Congress of Free- 
dom promptly passed a reso- 
lution supporting it.
